8. No one shall be allowed to be present where the ballots are 
being counted except the tellers and the secretary detailed for that 
purpose. 

9. Should the announcement of any ballot show that the elec- 
tion is not completed, the Conference shall not adjourn until another 
ballot shall have been taken. 

10. In the event that the Conference shall adjourn before the 
tellers report the ballot, they shall not disclose the result to any one 
until the report is presented to the president upon the re-assembling 
of the Conference.

First , — To gratefully acknowledge the good providence of 
God which, in all the arduous toil of the year, has been with us \ 

to direct, encourage and strengthen for every day and hour of 1 

service, ,i 

Second ,— bear testimony to the faithful endeavor of pas- | 

tors to improve every providential indication for successful • 

work, thereby making it possible for us to report the continued 
prosperous condition of the district. : 

We are pleased to record no deaths during the year and no 
serious afflictions in the homes of the pastors, with perhaps two 1 

exceptions. Brother Hankins of Oakville has suffered intensely j 

at times throughout the year. The wife of Dr. Hackley has 
been very seriously ill from nervous prostration and heart weak- 
ness. For a time her life was almost despaired of by friends 
and physicians. She is however, slowly recovering, but her i 

physician writes me that months of quiet and absolute rest from j 

all kinds of care and labor will be necessary to assure restora- i 

tion to health. 

Territory,—! find the map of Methodism on the Burlington 
District to be about the same as it was twelve years ago, indeed 
as it has been for two decades and more, made up of the same 
variety of circuits and stations, and half stations, and of about 
the same number of them. 

Churches and Parsonages — We are quite well provided with 
good modern churches and country and village chapels, with 
many commodious parsonages. Of the former, we have in all ] 

sixty-five; of the latter, twenty-three. We have but three charg- 
es in Burlington District without homes for the pastor, and one i 

of these three, Santa Fe Avenue, Ft. Madison, contemplates \ 

building; perhaps this fall or during the year. '[ 

Rural Districts , — I note a condition of change in the rural ? 

district that is becoming a serious embarrassment to our circuit f' 

work. The demand seems to be to centralize. Many of our 
well to do farmers are selling or leasing their splendid lands to J

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foreigners, and others, leaving the country home and are mov- 
ing into the towns and villages, withdrawing from the country 
Methodist chapels, and thus depleting, even to desolation, not 
a few societies, where we once had large congregations and 
flourishing Sunday schools, and in a few cases to be occupied 
by Lutheran or Roman Catholic congregations. The plan has 
been and the effort shall be to look well after our rural charges, 
and to keep open these country chapels. To do this, we shall 
want the “Circuit Rider,” not perhaps with horse and saddle, 
but up-to-date men, with modern methods of rapid movement, 
in keeping with the spirit of the times and inventions of the age; 
house to house visitors, pastors who, if need be, are willing to 
camp awhile in the field, and in the use of the old time means 
that God has ordained to bring on a tide of revival power, that 
will restore these declining circuits and hold our Methodism 
against all aggression of worldliness and this incoming tide of 
foreign invasion. 

Revivals . — While we cannot report extensive revivals and a 
large list of probationers, we are pleased to record a steady 
growth and a small net gain to the membership of the district 
of perhaps two or three hundred. 

As a rule, peace and good will reigns within our borders, 
and in many churches a good state of spiritual life and po\yer 
are manifest. In this respect, the district has a hopeful outlook 
and the plan of nearly all the pastors, as far as it is practicable, 
is immediately after conference to enter upon a special revival 
work. 

Pastoral Charges . — The pastors have labored in the several 
fields to which they were appointed with the following excep- 
tions: 

Rev. Tennant who was appointed to the Columbus City 
Circuit was permitted to remain another year at Hillsboro. The 
result of his work has justified this change. Failing to secure 
a supply for Columbus City, we thought best to divide the ap- 
pointments of this charge, and place the City with Columbus 
Junction, and two others with Mt. Union, and for the last half 
of the year, these churches have been served by C. H, Slack, a 
student of the college, having relation of junior pastor with 
Brother Mahaffie. 

Bro. Chew in January was transferred to the North Dakota 
Conf. and M. E. Reusch of Mich. Conf. was transferred by Bish- 
op Hamilton and appointed to Wapello. Bro. Powelson of the 
Burlington Ct. was called by the college authorities to assist in 
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the financial campaign of the University, and, with our consent, 
resigned his pastoral work January 1st, and Bro. A. M. Brooks, 
a transfer from Japan Conf., took charge for six months when, 
at his request, was released for summer school work at Garrett 
as preparatory to a full theological course at Drew. 

The last three months Bro. Glendinning, a graduate of the 
I. W. U., has given general satisfaction as supply on this circuit. 
Bro. Crull failing in health and threatened with nervous pros- 
tration, deemed it wise for himself, family and the church, to 
give up his charge and seek relief in other occupation; and on 
the first of May was permitted to resign the Danville charge, 
and R. P. Carson of the Southern Illinois conference, was ap- 
pointed to this field of labor. These brethren have done accept- 
able service, notwithstanding the disadvantage under which 
they began. I am sure the conference will extend to them a 
cordial welcome. 

Church Building . — In the matter of church building, we 
have to report but one edifice, viz: the completion and dedica- 
tion of the new church at Salem, to which Bro. Cooper referred 
in his report at the last conference. Much credit is due the un- 
tiring energy of the pastor Bro. Sinclair, and the Board of 
Trustees, for the completion of this handsome and modern 
edifice. The entire cost of this church was $8,000, which was 
fully provided for June 19th, the day of dedication. The ded- 
icatory service was by Dr. Ives of New York, assisted by P. E., 
Pastor, Bros. Powelson and Telfer. 

A new church is to be built at Winfield, the plans of which 
are adopted and contract let, to cost from 12 to 14 thousand dol- 
lars. The brethern of Danville have quite recently sold the old 
parsonage and a new modern home is being erected on a con- 
venient and desirable lot, at the cost of $3,000. 

Other churches have been papered and painted and other- 
wise made clean and comfortable. But so far as we know, no 
other new enterprises are to be entered upon during the year, 

A great victory has been achieved for Grace church, Bur- 
lington, in providing for all their indebtedness, the amount of 
which was about $3,600. Much credit is due Dr. Hackley for this 
result. Early in the spring, single handed, and almost alone, 
he set himself to this task, and has turned into the hand of his 
church treasurer good and valid notes to the amount of more 
than $4,000. This debt paying has put new life and hope into 
the membership and friends of the congregation. Their benev- 
olences may fall below the apportionment this year, but this 
church will be the more able for future years. 








Beyievolences, — The benevolences of the District have had 
faithful consideration. I am free to say that I have never known 
a more determined effort and purpose on the part of pastors. 
The aggregate of our benevolences is not the result of sensa- 
tional methods or of a co-operative campaign, but rather that of 
careful and prayerful gleaning and the fruit of self denial on the 
part of many. However unreasonable it may seem, in view of 
the abundant missionary intelligence that the people have from 
church and secular papers of the widening missionary fields, 
our pastors are all the while confronting the fact that too many 
of our people are not in sympathy with the policy which gives 
us largely increased apportionments from year to year; and 
furthermore, many of the wealthy and influential are exceeding- 
ly conservative, and are not readily enthused in the financial, 
and especially in the benevolent interest of the church. Not- 
withstanding all with which pastors contend, we shall report 
from Burlington District: 

For Missions $3462; Church Extensions $318; Sunday school 
$67; Tract vSociety $63; Freedman and S. E. Society $321; I. W. 
U., $1003; American Bible $70; Gen. Conf. Expenses $218; Conf. 
Claimants $495. 

While we are glad to make this showing of some increase, 
we are far below what we ought to be in our rank with the 22 
districts of Iowa, but promise effort for still future increase. 

Ministerial Claims. —In ministerial claims, we report about 
$1100 of an advance over last year. In a few charges we fear 
there will be small deficiencies in the payment of these claims. 

Easier Sabbath. — Easter Sabbath was well observed as 
children’s missionary day and I believe is growing in favor and 
blessing, and the educational feature of this day promises much 
for the future church. 

Children's Also is a day to which not only the child- 

ren and youth, but the older people look with anxious interest 
and is a source of increasing revenue for the Board of Education. 

District Coyiference. — Two sessions of the District Confer- 
ence have been held in which the disciplinary business had due 
attention. In the late session, two recommendations were made 
to this conference: J. A. Glendinning for admission on trial and 
H. C. Druse for local Elder’s orders. 

Epworth League.—!^ well organized, having one or more 
chapters in each pastoral charge. One District convention was 
held in June at Danville, well attended, and full of interest. 
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And one of the encouraging features of this convention was the 
religious ferver that characterized all the services of the League. 

Periodicals . — Our church papers are not taken by our people 
so generally as we could wish or as they ought to be. Attention 
has been directed to this important interest of our church. The 
Sunday Schools without exception are supplied with our very 
excellent helps. 

I. W. U. —The one overshadowing and absorbing interest 
of the Iowa conference this year has been the financial campaign 
to free from debt and to further endow the Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. ' Sustaining the dual relation of Presiding Elder and 
Treasurer to our college, it may be expected, and indeed the 
discipline provides that I shall report as to the general condition 
of our conference school. I will not, by reason of this already 
lengthy report, enter upon a detailed account of the I. W. U., 
for President Hancher at the proper time in the session of the 
conference, will bring to you a report in detail of all things 
financial and otherwise that this conference shall be pleased to | 

hear. Permit me to record that the $35,000 appropriated to the 
Burlington District (of the $100,000 to be raised this year) has 
been subscribed and more; and when the District shall have been 
thoroughly canvassed and gleaned, we shall hope to report at 
least $40,000. 

I have never known a time when the Iowa Wesleyan Univer- 
sity has had such appreciation and enthusiastic liberal support in 
Mt. Pleasant and certainly has never stood in higher favor 
throughout the District than at the present time. 

The past year has been one of the best also in student en- 
rollment, as well as in the class of students, and in work done 
by the Faculty. The Board at its annual session in June last 
found no reason to change the faculty, and therefore, all were 
continued. We boast, if boast we may, of an up-to-date, every 
way worthy and competent Faculty of college professors. We 
commend Dr. Hancher and his co-professors as worthy of your 
ardent esteem and most loyal and liberal support. 

Finally . — The year has been abundant in many things for 
which to rejoice and are glad; a thousand blessings and more 
call for recognition and devout praise. 

Grateful therefore to God for all the past, and hopeful and 
trusting Him still for the future, this report is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

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Keokuk District. 

C. S. COOPER, Presiding Elder. 

Keokuk District is situated in the southern portion of our 
Conference. It includes about all of Appanoose, Davis and 
Van Buren counties; together with more than half of Lee and 
Jefferson and a small portion of Wapello. We have thirty pas- 
toral charges, consisting of six station appointments and twenty- 
four circuits. These are equipped with twenty-seven parsonages 
and eighty-six churches. Van Buren is the banner county for 
Methodism in the district, having thirty-two Methodist churches, 
ten pastoral charges and near three thousand members. In the 
good providence of God only three deaths have occurred, this 
year, in the families of our pastors. As brief obituaries will 
appear in the Conference minutes, a mere mention of them is 
all that is expected here. 

About the first of May, A. C. Boyd, Keosauqua Circuit, 
transferred to St. Louis Conference. Fred C. Edwards supplied 
the work for the remainder of the year and has rendered very 
efficient service. About the same time E. J. Shook, Cincinnati 
Circuit, was released from his work to go into the campaign for 
the college. Frank Seeds of the Minnesota Conference, was 
transferred to this Conference by Bishop Hamilton and appoint- 
ed to Cincinnati Circuit for the remainder of the year. F. E. 
Morrison has supplied the Montrose Circuit; H. E. Butler the 
Bentonsport; J. E. Ward the Mt. Zion, and Jesse Monkman the 
Floris Circuit. All these brethren have served their charges 
well. We presume especial report will be made of Bro. Shook’s 
work, but we cannot refrain a word of commendation here for 
one who in the face of grave difficulties caused by the building 
of many churches and parsonages, the floods of water, shortage 
of crops, and death in his own family, has so kindly and persist- 
ently pushed his work. 

Graham hospital, located in Keokuk, corner of Fifteenth and 
Fulton streets, in charge of the Deaconess Bureau of the Wom- 
an’s Home Missionary Society, is now thought by its friends to 
be in the open way to permanent success. The various rooms 
of the hospital are furnished by the different Protestant churches 
of the city, and by some of the fraternal and benevolent orders, 
such as the Masonic and Odd Fellows, the P. E. O. and King’s 
Daughters societies and private individuals. The hospital has 
just closed its second year, ending August 31st, 1903. Miss 
Jackson, Deaconess Superintendent, reports 165 patients treated, 
against 110 the first year. They have treated 124 pay cases, 
against 110 the year preceding, and have a balance in favor of 
the hospital over and above expenses this year of $1034.47, 
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against $780.56 last year. Any reputable physician will find at 
this hospital first class treatment for his patients. 

A beautiful little church at Croton, Iowa, mentioned in our 
last report, was dedicated the first Sunday after Conference ad- 
journment last fall. In March the Simpson church on Cincinnati 
circuit, was reopened after extensive repairs at a cost of $300. 
At Upton, Cantril circuit, a church building formerly owned by a 
literary society has come into our possession through the good 
management of Pastor Minear. After extensive remodeling and 
refitting at a cost of $400, this church was dedicated on the 21st 
of June by Rev. W. S. Gardner of Moulton. A new church is in 
process of erection at West Grove, B. F. Shane, pastor. This 
church is built after one of our church extension plans and will 
cost when complete about $2,000, $1,800 of which is already se- 
cured. The Board of Church Extension greatly aided us in this 
work by a donation of $250. A new church enterprise has been 
started at the Daily school house on Exline cricuit. Geo. Blagg, 
pastor. Centerville will build a new stone church in the near 
future. During our six years on the district sixteen new churches 
and nine new parsonages have been secured. Except, perhaps, 
$700, the entire cost of these buildings has been provided for in 
good subscriptions and nearly all of it has been paid up to date. 
The balance will be paid when due. The district also paid every 
dollar of old indebtedness resting upon church and parsonage 
property January 1, 1899. 

While conversions have occurred in meetings held at almost 
every preaching place in the district, unusually successful meet- 
ings were held at Bloomfield, Keosauqua, First church Keokuk, 
Mt. Zion and Exline circuits, and on other charges. At 
Centerville most extraordinary meetings were held by Rev. 
Sunday, evangelist, at which 875 persons professed conversion. 

But no great net increase in members can be reported be- 
cause of the large numbers of our people removing to Oklahoma, 
the North-west and other localities. During the six years of our 
service on the district we have especially sought to promote 
peace in all our borders and to be helpful to the young preach- 
ers. We have constantly labored to increase ministerial support 
based upon an increase of ministerial efficiency and usefulness. 
Laymen everywhere have met us more than half way and we 
have an advance in salaries of near thirty-five hundred dollars. 
Our observation is that an intelligent presentation of the various 
benevolent enterprises of the church will do more than any other 
thing to influence laymen in favor of an increase in ministerial 
support. We have also specially sought to develop the weaker 
charges in the district. We have gone also into neglected por-

tions of the field and by aid of evangelistic meetings held in 
tents in the summer and in the winter held in school houses, 
private homes, dance halls or anywhere the people could be 
assembled, much good has been accomplished. 

Two pastoral charges, five new churches, one parsonage 
and many people saved, are among the results secured. We 
have constantly traveled through the district allowing ourself 
an average of two days in the week at home, thus rigidly ad- 
hering to the first duty of the Presiding Elder. 

The district has never labored under so many great difficul- 
ties as this year has presented. In winter and early spring- 
time the mud caused almost a suspension of business. Then 
came the flood of waters sweeping through the district from 
Eldon to Keokuk, a distance of sixty-four miles and affecting 
one-third the number of our pastoral charges. Five towns 
along the Des Moines river were badly flooded and the entire 
country immensely damaged. Then followed the drouth and 
great shortage of crops. But people and preachers everywhere 
seemed wonderfully sustained and portions of the district not 
seriously affected were easily persuaded to do more than was 
at first expected of them, so that, we confidently predict the 
preachers are better paid and the benevolences more fully 
met than last year. 

The first session of the District Conference this year, was 
held at Farmington. Heavy rains the day before and during 
the first day of the session, hindered somewhat the attendance 
of members of Conference. The second session was held at 
Keosauqua at which twenty-seven of the thirty- pastors and 
thirty nine of the lay members were present. To the District 
Conference more than to any other agency is due whatever of 
success the district has achieved. The constant effort has been 
to cultivate spiritual life and power and from this point to con- 
sider all other church interests. We have, usually, a large at- 
tendance of pastors and lay members and the services are enjoy- 
ed by large crowds of people. At the first session, the Con- 
ference after two days prayerful consideration, authorized the 
Presiding* Elder to pledge Dr. Oldham the entire Missionary 
apportionment of the district for this year. We had made a 
large advance the year before and must make another advance 
over that of some six hundred dollars to reach our fall apportion- 
ment. But the pledge was made in the name of the Lord and 
we are very happy to report that the entire amount has been met 
with a margin of $111 in excess. All this has been done without 
expense to the missionary society and without extra help from 
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them. The time fixed by Dr. Oldham for his missionary cam- 
paign throughout our Conference came on the time previously 
set apart for the College interests in our district, and we were 
thus deprived of the benefits of that movement. The pastors 
and people themselves are entitled to all credit and praise while 
we give all glory to our God who inspires and blesses human 
effort and moves the hearts of men. From the best we can learn 
there is also a healthy increase in all other benevolences of the 
church for we sincerely endeavor not to “boom missions” at the 
expense of other interests. 

At the second session of the District Conference, the pastors 
present worked a scheme on the Presiding Elder. They smug- 
gled a commodious and beautiful chiffonier into his home. But 
some friends so bewildered the Elder that he was not sure of its 
final destination until after Conference adjourned. It is accept- 
ed as an expression of the good will and fellowship prevailing 
amongst the preachers. We could happily mention, with just 
praise, every pastor in the district, together with those who at 
any dme have gone out of it, did our space in the record allow, 
for we believe that every one doing his best accomplishes much 
good. We have enjoyed in their company six years of pleasant 
labor for the Master, and shall long cherish, in fond remem- 
brance, the kindly sympathy and refreshment of theparsonage 
home, as extended by the pastor and his faithful wife. We shall 
retain a place in our heart and pray for the large number of 
grand men and women whose acquaintance we have made, 
whose council we have received and whose hospitality we have 
enjoyed.

Auscaline District.

On my return home from Conference last fall I found my- 
self unable for full work. For some weeks I held the quarterly 
conferences and assisted in the other services and asked the 
pastors to do the preaching. Then in November I went to a 
sanitarium. During the month that I was away from my work 
Rev. W. L. Clapp took charge of the district in which he gave 
excellent satisfaction. I tried for another month to assist at the 
quarterly meetings, but about the first of January was compell- 
ed to give up all work and spend the month in bed. I was not 
able for work again until the 7th of March. From that time I 
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improved rapidly until my full normal health and strength have 
returned. During my illness the pastors on the district, without 
exception, rendered every assistance in their power. A more 
loyal and accommodating company of preachers could not be 
found, and words cannot express my gratitude to them for their 
unselfish kindnesses. 

Three pastoral charges were left to be supplied. The pastors 
of the remaining charges were all promptly at their work and 
the year has been spent in faithful work for the interest of the 
church by all of them. 

Park Avenue has remained a problem still unsolved. A 
part of the year it has been supplied by the pastor of Muscatine 
Circuit, Rev. W. L. Clapp. This was very satisfactory to the 
people, but entirely too great a burden on the pastor. Brother 
J. B. Neal assisted in the work part of the summer. Blue Grass 
was supplied by brother W. E. Loeb who has been working hard 
for success. Rev. J. E. Hancock of Nebraska was employed at 
Riverside until about the first of July, when he resigned. Broth- 
er P. M. Conant then supplied the work for the balance of the 



Early in the year Rev. H. I. Rutledge was stricken down 
with typhoid fever, and for a number of weeks was unable for 
work. His place was efficiently supplied by Rev. Charles Myer- 
holz of Iowa City. Brother Rutledge seems to have fully re- 
gained his health and has done excellent work for the larger 
part of the year. 

Rev. J. H. Dimmit was appointed by Bishop Hartzell to 
work in Umtali, Africa. He left his charge the first of July and 
Rev. Charles Myerholz was appointed to supply his work until 
conference. Brother Dimmit had done excellent work on Wash- 
ington Circuit, having conducted a meeting in which there was 
a fine revival at Eurkea. The circuit was organized and put into 
an excellent condition by him this year. We are exceedingly 
sorry to part with him, but hope and believe that he may be 
greatly successful in his work in the dark continent. 

Early in the year brother W. R. Stryker deemed it necessary, 
on account of his health, to resign his charge at Wellman. Just 
before he resigned there was an excellent revival in which many 
were converted and united with the church. I very reluctantly 
consented to his resignation. Rev. E. L. Schreiner having re- 
signed his charge at Melrose, was employed to supply the work 
at Wellman, where his work has been very successful. 
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In November a session of the District Conference was held 
in Washington; also a very succesful missionary rally in West 
Liberty. Bishop Moore and Dr. Oldham were present and rend- 
ered excellent service, inspiring all present with renewed mis- 
sionary zeal. In April we had six sub-district missionary conven- 
tions. I am glad to say that I believe great good was accom- 
plished at these conventions. The papers and addresses prepar- 
ed and delivered by the pastors were of excellent quality, and 
inspired all to greater efforts to secure contributions to all the 
benevolences. We are hoping that the pastors’ reports will 
show a handsome increase. On August 5th the second session 
of our District Conference was held on the Wilton camp ground, 
with a fair attendance of the brethren, though outside circum- 
stances prevented a number from being present. 

Our District camp meeting on Wilton camp grounds was 
fairly well patronized by those living in the vicinity of the 
grounds. We are not able to report a large number of convers- 
ions as we would like. In no instance was there a decrease al- 
lowed in pastor’s salaries on the district, while in a number of 
charges an increase was allowed, as follows: Kalona, Koszta, 
Ladora, Marengo and Oxford each advanced $100.00, West 
Chester advanced $200.00. 

During the latter part of last year a movement was begun 
to receive the Zion Center circuit of the United Brethren church 
into our church. This movement was completed successfully 
this year and Zion Center appointment was attached to the West 
Chester circuit and Nira to Amish circuit. Last year we report- 
ed loss by fire of our church in Wilton, under the pastorate of 
Rev. W. N. Hall; very soon after the fire movements were made 
toward rebuilding. That work was greatly hindered by the con- 
tinus rains, but finally under the faithful and wise management 
of Rev. J. R. Payne the work was brought to completion. They 
now have a more beautiful and substantial house of worship 
than they had before, at a cost of $13300.00. Great credit is due 
to the wise management and tireless energy of both W. N. Hall 
and J. R. Payne for the successful issue of this enterprise. 

While there has not been so extensive a revival influence as 
we would have hoped, we are grateful that the revival spirit has 
visited the district. 330 have united with the church on proba- 
tion. The largest number is on the Kalona charge where 90 
were added to the church under the pastoral care of brother 
Pyle. Washington circuit also shared richly in revival work, 
under the direction of J. H. Dimmit 50 united with the church. 
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at Wellman under the pastorate of W. R. Stryker 37, at Maren- 
go brother McClelland received 28, and nearly all the charges 
were more or less strengthened by new members and quickened 
religious energy. The spirit of improvement also has been 
abroad in our district. Keota has purchased a new and more 
commodious parsonage at a cost of $1750.00 having sold the old 
one for $1050.00 and spent $280.00 in other improvements. Lone 
Tree purchased a bell and beautifully frescoed the church and 
put in a very satisfactory lighting system in church and parson- 
age at a cost of more than $300.00. Muscatine Circuit papered 
and painted the parsonage and made some other improvements 
at an expense of $395.00. Riverside also expended $72.00 on the 
parsonage. Sweetland circuit improved to the extent of $148.00. 
Koszta improved parsonage and church at an expense of $100.- 
00. Letts and Grandview put in lights, organs, chairs, carpets, 
etc. costing $450.00. Marengo invested $100.00 in improvements. 
Williamsburg expended $400.00; Tiffin $150.00; West Liberty 
$250.00, and a number of others of smaller amounts. Making a 
grand total for building and improvements of something more 
than $18000.00. Washington reports the largest Sabbath School 
in the Iowa Conference, having in all the departments 1030 en- 
rolled. Great credit is due the efficient superintendent, S. W. 
Neal. 

I want to express my profound gratitude to our Heavenly 
Father for his sustaining grace through the afflictions and toils 
of the year, and for a restoration to health and strength for ser- 
vice, and that no very serious affliction has entered the homes 
of the pastors. Our lives have all been spared I trust for more 
active service and greater success for the coming year.

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Oskaloosa Circuit. At Millersburgf a deplorable condition ex- 
isted. They had allowed their pastor, a good man and upright, 
to go without his pay, and questioned their ability to pay a man 
) for this year. I tried to show them the necessity of paying a 

I just obligation and promised that when the former pastor was 

i paid I would seek another man for them, and they immediately 

“ set about the task and within two weeks assured me that they 

had succeeded in the financial undertaking and I was able to im- 
mediately secure the services of the Rev. S. J. Sarver, a local 
preacher from the Southern Illinois Conference. Brother 
Sarver has done good work and endeared himself to the people. 
I On Oskaloosa Circuit I could not rally forces enough to sup- 

^ port a man and so abandoned the circuit, giving Centenary back 

i to Lacey circuit and Evans to the Beacon work. 

L We have had much serious interruption in the work of the 

^ year on account of 

^ Sickness and Death,— \X is my duty to make record of two 

deaths. On February 27th father A. W. Stryker, a superannuat- 
ed member of the Conference, having passed the four-score 
limit of life went out to a blessed reward. It was not my priv- 
i ilege to know him nor of his illness and death until after the 

funeral, so to others I must leave the words as to his life and 
character. 

' On May 3rd, the Rev. William C. Van Schoiack, pastor at 

Malcom, preached with his accustomed strength and vigor. The 
next day he was taken seriously ill and for nine weeks fought a 
hard battle but was unable to overcome the disease and on the 
morning of July 4th, after a surgical operation, he fell asleep 
i peacefully. We miss him. Courageous, zealous, true,— with a 

I passion for souls, devoted to the cause of Methodism, religious, 

I he has gone to a gracious reward. Since his death Malcom has 

I been supplied by the Rev. J. S. Horner, a local preacher from 

Newsharon, who has done service of the heroic type. 

I About the 15th of June the Rev. J. A. Roovaart, our pastor 

at Ewart, was taken seriously ill and for six weeks was unable 

b 

to attend to any of the duties of the charge. With returning 
health he resumed his work about August 1st and has made a 
magnificent record for so serious an interruption. 

’ On account of the illness in his family it was necessary that 

the Rev. C. P. Adams, pastor at Rose Hill, should seek a dif- 
ferent climate and accordingly on July 15th I released him so 
that he could take his family south. I have received a request 
from the Presiding Elder of Perry District, Oaklahoma Confer- 
ence, for his transfer and have consented thereto. I was unable 
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to get a supply regularly for the work and have been supplying 
it as best I could from brethren in the local ranks. 

Our parsonage home at Montezuma has been heavily 
shadowed with the protracted ill health of Sister Hightshoe, who 
has spent some time in Des Moines for treatment. It is a mat- 
ter of great rejoicing that some relief has come and we are all ; 

hoping for complete recovery. 

Brother Phillips on the Sonora Circuit has been much inter- 
rupted in his work during the entire year by sickness in his home, 
with his children and himself. Yet in spite of this his charge 
will make a good showing. 

The interruption at What Cheer has been of a different 
character. The demands of the Iowa Wesleyan University were 
so pressing, and the President and executive council were so 
certain that they needed the services of the Rev. U. S. Smith of 
What Cheer, that I released him about the middle of May. In 
his stead I secured the services of Ihe Rev. O. T. Canfield, a 
graduate of Garrett Biblical Institute to fill out the remainder of 
the year. He has proved himself to be “ a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed,” and I regret that I am unable to recom- 
mend him for admission, owing to the fact that strong pressure 
has been brought to bear upon him to return to his own Con- 
ference— the Rock River. 

Temporal Affairs . — The salaries of our pastors have remain- 
ed the same as last year except in two instances. In one a cut 
of $50.00 was made, but because of the taking up of a new work 
the salary will go up to the figure of last year. 

At Barnes City the pastors salary was cut so low that it was 
impossible to continue the work unless I could get some outside 
help. I accordingly wrote Dr. Carroll, stating the fact, and 
though there was no missionary apportioment he was able 
through the generosity of a friend to send me $100.00 to help 
in paying the pastor. I am not so clear today that in this my 
action was the best after all. For the pastor I am glad, for he 
could not have lived there without it, but for the charge with its 
large number of wealthy farmers I am fearful it was a mistake. 

The time is upon us in many rural districts where there needs to 
be great emphasis laid upon the relation of wealth to the king- 
dom of God. The old question raised by Malachi, “Will a man 
rob God” would be a splendid text in many places and I heartily 
commend it to the brethren. 

During the month of August I drove considerable over the 
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district trying to persuade members of churches and congrega- 
tion to greater liberality in paying their pastors and trying if 
possible to bring up the salaries. I fear there will be some de- 
ficiencies, due largely I am persuaded in the failure to adopt 
straight-forward business principles to the matter of church fi- 
nances. 

In the matter of church 

Building and Repairs^ 

Something has been done. At Searsboro, on the Lynnville 
Circuit, the brethren have rebuilt their church at a cost of $1200, 
nearly $900 of which has already been secured. Owing to the 
failure of the company furnishing the pews, to keep their con- 
tract, the dedication which was to have been in August must be 
postponed until October. At Taintor the brethren having sold 
an old and unused parsonage, began about one month ago to 
cast about for a new parsonage home. On Monday they pur- 
chased the finest house in Taintor for $1600.00, and every dollar 
is provided for. It is located on the lot adjoining the church. 

It is modern in architecture and complete in all of its appoint- 
ments. That they would dare undertake so great a task is cer- 
tainly a great compliment to their pastor whose zeal and energy 
has made this possible. At Brooklyn $300.00 has been expended 
in installing a new lighting system and otherwise improving 
and beautifying the church interior. At Mt. Pleasant, an ap- 
pointment on the Kellogg Circuit, $400.00 has been raised to 
improve the church. It has already been painted and by this 
time work has been begun in excavating for a furnace room. At 
Millersburg the church has been beautified and improved by the 
expenditure of $300.00. The Ewart church has been repainted 
and reroofed at an expense of $175.00. On Delta Circuit im- 
provements to the extent of $150.00 have been made, and at 
Grinnell improvements to the extent of $100.00. In a number of 
charges improvements ranging from $25.00 to $100.00 have been 
made, the total for the district being somewhere near $5500.00. 

In the payment of 

Church Debts^ 

Not much was left to be done this year. A trifling debt at 
Rose Hill and Pella reported last year has been cancelled. At 
Beacon $495.00 have been paid on the church debt. This has 
been a great burden for the brethren there, and signifies great 
loyalty. Reasoner has provided for their debt of $600 and when 
the conference shall grant the request of the Quarterly con- I 



ference there of applying the amount of money accruing from 
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the sale of our long: unused property at Otley, the debt will 
be cancelled. What Cheer will still report some indebtedness. 
The serious interruption of changing: pastors during the year 
and the actual loss in membership of 93 by letter during the 
year is why this is reported unpaid. At Oskaloosa there still 
remains the debt of $2500.00. So far as I know no effort has 
been made to cancell it this year owing to the hard pressure 
that was brought to bear along this line last year. 

Church Insurance. — I find a few churches without insurance. 
At each quarterly conference I have urged this matter of in- 
surance and only in three or four places been successful in 
getting the boards to obey this order of the discipline and 
common sense. 

Benevolences. — I hope for some increase along the line of 
benevolences, but it will not be large. To the pastor’s re- 
ports I must refer for details. The greatest shrinkage will 
be the Educational collection, which will be near or quite 50 
per cent, less than one year ago. This grows out of the fact 
in part that there has been made an extra effort to collect for 
the University debt and endowment and the people would not 
respond to both, — perhaps in many cases could not. I feel a 
part of the reason for failure in not meeting apportionments 
has been due to the fact that many of our pastors putting off for 
a better day the taking of the collections and that day as 
usual did not come. 

Sunday Schools and Leagues.— \.n most of the Charges Sun- 
day Schools and Epworth Leagues are maintained. From the 
pastors reports in Quarterly Conferences there ought to be 
shown an increase in actual Sunday School attendance, and it 
is certain that it is needed in the district. Most of the Leagues 
are doing good service, but in a few there seems to be 
signs of weakness, growing out of the fact that in some cases 
the real object of the Epworth League is forgotten. 

We have some strong auxiliaries of the 

Woman's Foreign and Home Missio?iary Societies, but there 
ought to be an organization of each in every pastoral charge. 
These societies have so thoroughly vindicated their right to live 
that as pastors we should encourage the “elect women’’ who 
seek in this way to advance the kingdom. The Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society held a good convention at Montezuma 
in May and during the same month at Newton the Home Mis- 
sionary held a profitable meeting. 
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There have been held this year two 

District Conferences. One at Lacey in November, the second 
at Victor in June. 

The execessive amount of rain and mud during the so-called 
protracted meeting season of the year prevented some- 
what as large results as might otherwise have been had. Still 
the record will show a large nurnber of conversions. In most 
cases the pastors were their own evangelists and the results I 
hope shall remain. Special mention should be made of the 
meetings at Taintor where in an eight weeks service about 60 
professed conversion; at Pella 55 conversions were reported; 
Lacey 60; Oskaloosa 60; Sonora 44; Newton Circuit 36; Beacon 
25; Ewart 21. These are the charges reporting the largest num- 
ber of conversions, still from all the others there have come re- 
ports of conversions which will make the total for the year near 
600. Something over 200 adults have been baptized but the 
number of infant baptisms is distressingly small, being only 
about 75. 

The foregoing figures in this report must be taken with al- 
lowance as the totals are made up from pastors’ reports sent me 
in most cases one month ago and with six of the charges not 
reporting at all. * John C. Willits, Presiding Elder. 



Ottumwa District. 

J. W. LAMBERT, Presiding Eider. 

At the close of last Conference the following charges were 
left to be supplied, namely: Blakesburg, Hocking and Hilton, 
Pleasant Plains, and the Ottumwa Circuit. 

A. L. Jordan was secured for Hocking and Hilton, Thomas 
Rowe for Blakesburg, E. C. Boaz for Pleasant Plains, and S. Z. 
Odenbaugh for the Ottumwa" Circuit. 

Brother Odenbaugh'preached one Sunday on the charge 
and left it. Rev. D. C. Smith was given charge of the Highland 
appointment, and Rev.lR. L. Patterson took charge of the Zion 
appointment. 

Brother Patterson has organized a society at Ormenville, 
and a Sunday school of over a hundred members. He was as- 
sisted in this work for two weeks by Rev. P. M. Conant. At 
the end of four months Brother Boaz resigned the Pleasant 
Plains Circuit to accept a position with the Children’s Home 
Finding Asssociation of Nebraska, and Rev. A. C. Brown was 
seeded for his place. 
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Soon after Conference Rev. E. L. Schreiner resigfned the 
Melrose Circuit and Rev. R. A. Bruce was secured as a supply 
for the rest of the year. During the month of February the 
daughter of Rev. E. E. Doud, pastor of the Avery charge, was 
taken by her parents, to Chicago, and operated upon for the 
removal of a tuberculous formation from the neck, which was 
successfully performed, but her conditian was so critical that 
her physicians advised that she be taken to Arizona. Brother 
Doud returned from Chicago and soon moved with his family to 
Phoenix, Arizona. 

The Rev. L. D. King was transferred from the Minnesota 
Conference and placed in the Avery charge. On the 6th of June 
Rev. W. F. Gilmore, our pastor at Richland, after a brief illness 
passed from the militant to the triumphant host. 

Rev. P. H. Hawk was transferred from the West Va. Con- 
ference and placed at Richland. 

The extensive improvements made on the First M. E. 
church of Ottumwa, of which I made mention in my last years’ 
report, was completed and reopened in November, at 
which time the cost of the work amounting to $12000.00 was 
raised in a gilt-edged subscription. The sermon was preached 
by Rev. Dr. Washington Gardner, a member of Congress from 
the state of Michigan. He engineered taking the collection, 
f and so thoroughly had Rev. Dr. Craig, pastor of the church, 

and his able official Board organized the finances, that this large 
sum was raised in about thirty minutes. 

These improvements give the First church people one of 
the best equipped churches for practical work in the conference. 

Soon after the adjournment of our last Conference, the con- 
tract for the erection of the new church at Packwood was let out 
and the foundation was laid before winter. The work was re- 
sumed with the opening of spring, and the building was com- 
pleted and dedicated by Dr. J. W. Hancher, the pastor, Prof. 
Elias Handy, and the writer on the 14th of June. In addition 
to raising over $3000 on the building before the dedication, Bro. 
Caughlin labored with his hands for eighty-two days in its 
construction. This church is modem in plan, with a good base- 
ment neatly finished, a large class room connected with the 
auditorium by folding doors, bowled floor, circular seats, stained 
windows, heated with a hot air furnace, and lighted with gas, 
and cost four thousand, three hundred and thirty-nine dollars. 

Fourteen hundred dollars was raised in good subscription 
at the dedication. The Centre church on the Packwood charge 
has been remodeled and improved at a cost of six hundred dol- 
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lars. The church at Brooksville on the same charge, has been 
improved at the cost of $60. While the benevolent collections 
this year are not up to the average, let it be remembered this 
charge has put over five thousand dollars into church buildings. 

The church at Harvey, which we purchased from the Bap- 
tists last year. Rev. A. J. Bruner pastor, has been moved from 
the old site to a new one, and remodeled and improved, practi- 
cally making a new church of it, at a cost of twenty-two hundred 
dollars. This church was dedicated by Dr. Rancher, the pastor 
and the writer, the 16th of July, at which time two thousand and 
two hundred dollars were raised. 

The church at Pleasant Grove on the Pleasant Plains Circuit, 
which was closed for repairs at our last Conference, has been 
completed at a cost of $600. 

Through your generous contribution at last Conference of 
$122, the debt on the Hocking church was adjusted, and the 
church dedicated first Sunday in March. A new church at Mc- 
Dowell, on the Richland charge, is in process of erection and 
will be completed by Christmas. 

The old parsonage at Lovilia, Rev. W. S. Right pastor, was 
sold early in the year and plans were formed for the erection of 
a new parsonage. The work was commenced in early spring, 
and the new and commodious building of eight large rooms, 
well equipped with closets and a large basement, has been com- 
pleted, and is occupied by Rev. Right and his family. 

At Blakesburg, a neat cottage is in process of erection, and 
will be ready for occupancy soon after conference, costing about 
$900. At Richland, while Bro. Gilmore was the pastor, the par- 
sonage was remodeled and improved, at a cost of about $400, 
making it a comfortable home for the pastor. 

The Iconium appointment on the Melrose charge has asked 
to become the head of a new charge, and is erecting a neat cot- 
tage on a beautiful site as a parsonage. It will be completed 
in a few weeks. 

Commendable work has been done at Eddyville and at 
Cedar in collecting the subscriptions taken at the dedication of 
these churches. And at Sigourney, Rev. A. S. Loveall, pastor, 
the last dollar has been paid on the new church, and the debt of 
$800 on the new parsonage covered by a first class subscrip- 
tion amounting to $950. This frees our splendid church and par- 
sonage from debt, and places Sigourney among the better class 
of appointments. 



The Benevolent collections have received much attention, 
especially the cause of Missions and the college interests.

Proceedings of the Iowa Conference. 

Between three hundred and four hundred copies of the 
“Open Door,” have been distributed among our people. 

Seventeen sub-district Missionary conventions were held in 
the district in as many charges, two of them by Rev. Dr. W. F, 

Oldham, the others on Sunday by the pastors. These conven- 
tions were very helpful, and wherever the collection was taken 
on these occasions, the apportionment was fully met. Some of 
the pastors made the mistake of postponing the missionary 
collection to a future day. This will partly account for the de- 
ficiencies in the district. 

Owing to the college debt paying canvas, we fear a de- 
crease in the educational collection, but hope the reports on 
other lines will show a commendable advancement. 

The Sunday schools are thoroughly organized, and are 
doing excellent work. 

The Epworth Leagues are active and aggressive, but in the 
rural districts have been greatly hindered by bad weather and 
bad roads. The District Convention held at Main Street Meth- 
odist Episcopal church June 23-25, was fairly attended and a real 
inspiration to all who were present. A goodly number of our 
Leaguers attended the great convention at Detroit. 

There is need of more aggressive Epworth League work in 
some parts of the district on the part of pastors. The chapters 
in the rural communities greatly need the leadership of the 
pastor. 

The bad weather and bad roads continuing throughout most 
of the year, greatly discouraged our people and hindered our 
revival work. The pastors in the country charges did most 
heroic service, but with meager results. 

The work however was more successful in the cities and 
towns, and several charges enjoyed gracious seasons of refresh- 
ing, and were blessed with large ingatherings of souls. About 
six hundred conversions have been reported from the various 
charges. 

Rev. J. B. Thompson, a veteran of the Conference, died at 
his home in Sigourney, on the 9th day of October, 1902. 

All in all the year has been one of difficulty and trial, but 
God has been with us and has given us the victory. I take great 
pleasure in acknowledging the kindness which the ministers of 
the district have shown to me, for which I am grateful. They 
have been loyal to the Master, and true to their calling. 

I wish to express gratitude to my heavenly Father for His 
tender care in the preservation of my life and health, and the 
gracious manifestation of his presence throughout the year.

zation of the world and the establishing of the Kingdom; and 
mindful of the very successful work of the American Bible So- 
ciety in publishing and distributing Bibles in our own and for- 
eign lands, and seeing the urgent need of greater financial sup- 
port for this cause; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we will earnestly present this cause to our peo- 
ple and endeavor to secure the largest possible offering for this im- 
portant cause. 



BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

After a careful examination of the report of the status and 
business of the Book Concern for the year 1902, we are most 
favorably impressed with the efficient manner in which these in- 
terests of the church have been conserved and managed. The 
increased, and even unparallelled, sales and profits of the Houses 
East and West not only show good management on the part of 
the agents in charge, but also indicate that many presiding 
elders, pastors and Sunday school officers have sought to turn 
all orders for supplies into our Methodist depositories. 

Notwithstanding the attractive improvements made in Sun- 
day school periodicals, some have been reduced in price, and 
our Sunday school literature, we feel sure, is not equaled for the 
same money or perhaps excelled for more money by any inde- 
pendent or denominational publishing house. 

We note with pleasure that there is a 50 per cent, increase 
over that of last year in the dividends to the Conference, also 
that the indebtedness of the Eastern House has been liquidated 
and the ready capital of our publishing interests increased. 

Our committee desires to strongly emphasize the recom- 
mendations of the General Book Committee as follows: 

“We would call attention to the fact that our periodicals are the 
only ones that teach the doctrines and stand for the policy of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. This is an important consideration 
for those whose duty it is to train the young to denominational 
loyalty, and we would appeal to the Sunday school authorities in 
all our churches to put into our schools our own Sunday school lit- 
erature, not only because the profits it makes go toward the support 
of needy preachers and their families, but also because in quality 
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and adaptation it is the very best and its price is most reasonable.” 

‘‘We would also indorse the generous offer of our agents to fur- 
nish free trial offers now served by our competitors, and we appeal 
especially to the pastors of our churches, on whom the law of the 
Church places such grave responsibility in this regard to secure 
many subscriptions to the Advocate, and to see that their Sunday 
schools are supplied with our own denominational literature. We 
further suggest that our preachers adopt the plan of making all book 
purchases through our own publishing houses, as by that means 
they can secure the best rates from other publishers and add a small 
profit to our own concern.” 

CHURCH EXTENSION 

1. We congratulate the Board of Church Extension, and the 
churches at large, on the great success of this great work in all 
its history, and especially on the remarkable financial success of 
the past year. 

2. That we still recognize the need of church extension, 
and that our church by fostering and strengthing this work, will 
increase its own power to do larger work. 

3. That our presiding elders be requested to apportion 
with care the full amount asked for church extension to the sev- 
eral districts and pastoral charges; and that availing ourselves 
of the helps provided by the Board, we will present this cause 
in all our churches, and secure at least the amount asked. 



CHURCH INSURANCE. 

Every church and parsonage should be insured. The people 
who give their money for these buildings have a right to expect 
that insurance will always be maintained. Neglect may mean 
serious financial loss, and loss of the confidence of the commu- 
nity, particularly since the General Conference has removed the 
last excuse by organizing our Insurance Company upon a plan 
that places protection within the reach of every church. We are 
glad to know that a large number of the churches in this Confer- 
ence are using our company. 

We are informed that the business has increased 25 per cent 
within the past year; that the total is now over 16,500 policies, 
amounting to over $20,250,000,approximately 6,500 policy holders 
are depending on our company for protection, being unable to 
meet the terms of the stock companies. This great service to 
Methodism could not be rendered but for the co-operation of 
those more fortunately situated. 

While this large business has been accumulating, over $88,- 
000 losses have been paid promptly in every case; the dividends 
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returned to our policy holders have been more than twice the 
dividends realized by the stock holders in the old line companies 
in this country on an average during the past twenty years, and 
Methodism has been saved in some localities from extermina- 
tion when rebuilding would have been impossible but for our 
company’s assistance. 

There is no more law against our buying our insurance of 
our board in Chicago than buying our books there since the 
United States Supreme Court has decided that any one can in- 
sure his property where he chooses. The Board of Insurance 
has not thought it necessary to incure the expense of establish- 
ing State agencies. 

Surely in view of these facts we should see to it that the rest 
of our churches get in line as promptly as possible. The per- 
sonal effects and homes of the members of this Conference can 
also be insured.

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FREEDMAN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 



We your committee are glad to be informed of the great 
work which this society is doing for the colored people and the 
poor whites of the south, a work which for their moral uplifting 
is unequalled by any, as it relates not only to the progress of 
the church, but also touches so vitally the life of our great re- 
public. It also gives us pleasure to learn that the Lincoln birth- 
day offering was observed this year by a larger number of 
churches than ever before; and we hope and pray that the ob- 
servance of this day may increase with every recurring year, 
until the great work of emancipation commenced by our first 
martyred president shall be carried to its highest possible frui- 
tion. We therefore resolve, that as far as practical we will ob- 
serve the 14th day of February, by bringing the interests of this 
cause before our people, and taking a collection for the same.

Third Annual Reporl of John W. Hancher, President of Iowa Wesleyan 
University, to the Sixtieth Annual Session of the Iowa Conference, 
Muscatine, Iowa, September 9th, 1903. 

Your school which had been in progress two weeks at the 
close of the last session of this body at Keokuk, September 22d, 
1902, proved a profitable one in many ways. You will recall 
that last year Howe’s Academy withdrew from affiliation with 
the Academy of Iowa Wesleyan University. This made a seem- 
ing decrease in our enrollment for the year, but when deduction 
is made from the net enrollment of the school year closing in 
June, 1902, for the withdrawal of the Howe students the net en- 
rollment for the past two years is practically the same, namely 
about 400. 
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The teaching force in all departments the past year has 
numbered 28. Death has not invaded the home of any of my 
associates in the faculty, nor has there been such serious 
illness as to interfere in appreciable measure with the perform- 
ance of duty in the lecture or class room. Professors, instruct- 
ors and tutors have been faithful to their responsibilities. 

While there has been no decrease of interest in any of the 
literary departments of your school, the increased interest in the 
department of Natural Sciencehas been very perceptible indeed. 
In addition to the regular laboratory opportunities afforded 
students in the various branches of physical science, the work in 
the biological science, inaugurated this year, has gone on under 
circumstances most favorable. The selection of Mr. Vorheis for 
this department proved most fortunate; the students have been 
greatly interested, and the department has already become so 
popular that demand is being made for increased facilities for 
its operation. 

We are likewise fortunate in the selection of all other new 
teachers this year. Miss Blanche Isabelle Thoburn, in Litera- 
ture and as Preceptress of Elizabeth Hershey Hall, and Miss 
Alice J. Haw as Physical Director, were very satisfactory, while 
the selection made from your own number. Brother Elias Handy, 
proved so acceptable in the various trying positions to which he 
was assigned, that he has been given increased responsibility 
for the coming year, the Board of Trustees at its last session 
having unanimously chosen him to become Principal of the 
Academy in addition to his other duties. 

Notwithstanding the finishing of four new rooms in Eliza- 
beth Hershey Hall during the summer vacation a year ago, the 
demand upon that institution during the fall and winter terms 
was fully equal to its capacity. The ladies gymnasium for the 
first time ready for use at the beginning of last year, proved a 
most important and valuable feature of our work among young 
women, and especially among those who lived at Elizabeth Her- 
shey Hall. 

During the winter term a gracious religious revival pervad- 
ed the ranks of students and faculty. It was held under the aus- 
pices of our church at Mt. Pleasant. Our worthy and acceptable 
pastor, Brother W. G. Wilson, was ably assisted by Brother 
J. Wesley Potter. Under their co-operative leadership, support- 
ed by a loyal church, a consecrated faculty and many aggressive 
Christian students, goodly numbers of the un-Christian students 
were led to a public acknowledgment and profession of Jesus 
Christ as their personal saviour. The religious work among 
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young people under the auspices of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association and Young Women’s Christian Association of the 
college, and the Epworth League of the church, as well as the 
the young people’s societies of the other denominations has 
been profitable and gratifying. 

The outlook for the present year is that we shall have a 
larger percentage of former students in the enrollment than at 
any time hitherto during the present administration. The fall 
term is announced to open Wednesday, Sept. 16th. We antici- 
pate a gratifying attendance. We have not made the usual sum- 
mer student campaign, but have depended upon presiding elders 
and pastors to keep their school before the public, and while 
there may be some falling off in consequence of this, I appre- 
hend that if there shall be any falling off in numbers from last 
year and year before it will be more in consequence of the 
limited production of the Iowa farms on account of the two wet 
seasons. 

The general material condition of the property is good, al- 
though the Chapel and Science Hall needs a new roof and we 
greatly need a general heating system supported and fed from a 
central plant.

Deficit $ 3,937 

The task of raising your debt, committed to my hands by 
your Trustees two years ago, recommitted more than a year 
ago, under a specific and well formulated plan, which plan had 
your approval at your session last year in Keokuk, was accepted 
with determination and courage. On October 9th, 1902, your 
presiding elders met at Ottumwa at my request and carefully 
reviewed the financial situation of your school, as shown in my 
second annual report, published in your minutes of 1902. The 
conclusion of their council was that the 20th Century Thank-Of- 
fering, begun in 1899, should be increased to $100,000 to liquidate 
the indebtedness of Iowa Wesleyan and increase its endowment, 
and the amount was apportioned to be raised by the districts as 
follows: Burlington District, $35,000; Keokuk District, $17,000; 
Muscatine District, $15,000; Oskaloosa District, $15,000; Ottum- 
wa District $18,000. 

The various district conferences approved the apportion- 
ments and the first of November we began in earnest the can- 
vas for these funds. At that time Mr. Robert W. Johnson of 
the class of 1902 was associated with me as a solicitor. January 
1st Brother C. W. Powelson of this body was added to the solic- 
iting force, and four months later Brothers E. J. Shook and U. S. 
Smith went into the field with us. In addition to these Profes- 
sor Handy was relieved of his school work and served in the 
financial campaign during the winter term and also during the 
summer vacation. Our aim was to reach by public address, not 
only every charge in the Conference, but every church in the 
Conference, and to follow this effort with private solicitation. 
The plan was faithfully followed. With the exception of Musca- 
tine, Knoxville and a few small churches the canvas has reached 
the entire Conference. These are to be solicited soon. The 
subscriptions have been taken according to the terms and condi- 
tions of the form of note approved by you at the last session, 
and printed in the minutes of 1902, which conditioned that all 
subscriptions shall become due providing there shall be “$65,000

EDUCATIONAL COLLECTION. 

The experiment for the last two years whereby the educa- 
tional collection to be raised by the Conference has been appor- 
tioned at twenty-five cents per member, has been so gratifiying 
to the college authorities and the results have been so encourag- 
ing as to lead me to suggest that you again apportion the twen- 
ty-five cents per member, with the understanding as heretofore 
that “any and every charge raising the full apportionment of 
twenty-five cents per member may elect one or more needy and 
and worthy persons who shall become beneficiary students in 
the preparatory or collegiate departments of the Iowa Wesleyan 
University, to the full amount of said collection in such charge 
under such direction and regulations as may seem to the Board 
of Trustees wise and good.” 

ANNUAL DEFICIT. 

The deficit reported last year over and above the interest 
account was $519. The deficit this year over and above the 
interest account is $1137. We need to add to the faculty at least 
one more professor, and we also need to increase the average 
salaries paid to members of the faculty by an appreciable 
amount. In view of all these facts we ought to have an annual 
increase of $6000, for a term of, say, six years, in addition to 
what may be reasonably expected from our present resources. 
If such income can be provided we will be guaranteed against 
falling into another debt and may therefore expend our financial 
energy and strength in building a competent endowment. I 
therefore suggest that this Conference recommend to the Board 
of Trustees that steps be taken at once providing for the crea- 
tion of such an emergency fund, and that the work of securing 
it be completed at the earliest possible moment. 

I am deeply grateful to the presiding elders, the pastors 
and the other members of the Conference and the laymen gen- 
erally throughout our territory who have with but very few ex- 
ceptions most readily and willingly co-operated in every effort 
toward the result thus far achieved. To me the fellowship has 
been sweet, the brotherhood sacred and your hopeful courage 
most inspiring. I join with you now for this home-run con- 
fident that under the divine favor we shall ring the bells of 
victory at midnight of October 1st. 
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PERIODICAL ACCOUNT. 

We have assisted the representative of the publishing house, 
in securing a settlement of the conference accounts. With but 
very few exceptions, the personal accounts have been arranged 
for in full. We are pleased that the credit of members of the 
conference remains clear at the end of a year with a volume of 

business heretofore unsurpassed. 



■ SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

The Sabbath as a day of rest and worship is God’s boon to 
a burdened race. The Church is the conservator and defender 
of the faith in regard to a Holy Day as divinely enjoined upon 
all men and for all time. Never was she called to greater vig- 
ilance than today. The Rest Day is assailed on every hand. 

The greed of gain demands seven days of toil. The inor- 
dinate love of pleasure asks that Sunday shall be made a day of 
frivolity, drunkenness and lust. Ninety per cent of those who 
' have come to us in recent years are from the lands of the holiday 

and work-day Sunday. And thousands of native born Ameri- 
cans join with them in violating our Sunday laws in the name of 
liberty. If we are to change these tendencies and preserve our 
American Sunday, the good people must unite and do earnest 
‘ battle for it. We must be true to our laws, our history, the best 

interests of our people and the command of God. 

We recognize the good work done in this country by the 
Sunday League of America, and we stand ready to co-operate 
with this League in its great work of awakening and educating 
the people on this matter of Sunday observance. We have ex- 
amined the literature of this League recently published and 
believe it to be valuable to that end. 

We commend to the attention of our pastors the proposition 
of this society to observe each year a “Lord’s Day Week’’ in 

f which to preach and pray and stimulate special interest in Sun- 

day reform. 

The law must be obeyed in our state, and where it is evad- 
[ ed or ignored we must do our utmost to quicken public con- 

r science aud insist on officers enforcing the law. 

l All labor should be reduced to that of mercy and necessity. 

Men ought to be willing to sacrifice some personal conveniences 
for the good of others. Every toiler ought to have his day of 
rest and self-improvement, and we pledge ourselves to help all 
' we can, to develop such conditions as shall restore the Sabbath 

to the toilers of our state and nation. 
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We learn with pleasure of the purpose of Dr. Edward Thom- 
son, the general manager of the Sunday League, to make a tour 
of Iowa during the year 1904, and assure him of hearty welcome 
and co-operation in his good work. 

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

To Almighty God we give devout thanks for the blessings of 
another year. We rejoice in the apparent awakening of ministry 
and laity to a recognition of the imperative need of a deepening 
of the spiritual life and urge pastors and people to an unceasing 
importunity until pentecostal fires shall be kindled upon all our 
altars. 

We most heartily commend to all our people as worthy their 
interest, their co-operation and their prayers the forward move- 
ment in Bible Study, Christian Stewardship and World Wide 
Evangelism. We urge also, vigorous, courageous and unceas- 
ing opposition to the accursed liquor traffic, for, “If we regard 
iniquity among us, the Lord will not hear us.” Let us be re- 
minded that God can “look upon sin with no degree of allow- 
ance,” that if we would succeed we must have God’s approval.

Let us constantly abide where we can with as- 
surance claim the fulfillment of God’s exceedingly great and 
precious promises.” 

STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

Your committee on the State of the Country reports as 
follows: 

We are in the .midst of a well nigh universal season of ma- 
terial prosperity. The blessings of health and wealth and peace 
are ours to an unusual degree. 

Our nation seems, to an increasing degree, to be changing 
its duty to its citizens and also taking its proper place among 
the nations of the earth. 

We however call attention to such problems as are suggest- 
ed by the tendency to run so largely after material wealth, the 
increasing tendency to unwholesome speculation, the enormous 
accumulation of wealth in the hands of the few, the sharp divi- 
sions between labor and capital and the unreasonable attitudes 
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often assumed by each, and the increasing tendency to ignore 
law and adjust our difficulties by the rule of the mob. 

A self-governing nation can only be sustained by watchful- 
ness, and persistent attention to the concerns of education and 
religion. 

We therefore call upon all our people, ministers and laymen, 
to do everything possible to advance these interests. And we 
record our conviction that a profound, soul-stirring, universal, 
revival of religion will do more than anything else to correct 
our errors, solve our problems, and enrich the currents of our 
national life. 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

We recognize in the Sunday School one of the most impor- 
tant factors in the religious and educational life, not only of our 
own age, but of the ages to come, since the Sunday School 
teaches the Bible and brings the Gospel to vast multitudes in 
the respective periods of childhood. The total Sunday School 
population in the United States is more than 13,150,000 of whom 
there are in the Methodist Episcopal church over 32,390 Sunday 
schools with 351,402 officers and teachers, and more than 
2,758,429 scholars. 

II. Inasmuch as the education of the young in religion is 
of the highest importance, great care should be exercised in the 
selection of teachers. The pastor and the superintendent should 
mutually aid in choosing for the instruction of our children, 
men and women of earnest Christian character, with a knowl- 
edge of the Bible and aptness in teaching. We hope the time 
is not far distant when every teacher in our Sunday schools 
shall be a professed follower of Jesus Christ, with a living ex- 
perience. 

III. We believe that the literature for the Sunday school 
supplied by the Methodist Episcopal church, and published by 
our own Book Concern, is the best for the purpose that can be 
obtained. We urge that our pastors and Presiding Elders every- 
where see that our literature is used in our Sunday Schools. 
We are confident that this will help to build up an earnest religi- 
ous character, loyal to our church, among the young people who 
attend our Sunday Schools. 

IV. We recommend that wherever practicable the Home 
Department be established in connection with our Sunday 
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schools. This is a distinct branch of the school for the benefit 
of those who are unable to attend its sessions, but are willing to 
study the lessson at home. We suggest that pastors and Sun- 
day school officers send to the Book Concern for literature upon 
this subject, and take steps for the establishment of this depart- 
ment which links the home and the Sunday school in the study 
of God’s word. 

V. As accuracy and fullness are very important in the statis- 
tical returns of our Sunday Schools, we recommend that every 
pastor make a complete and careful report of the items named 
in what is known in the discipline as “Statistics No. II,’’ in order 
that our conference may be properly represented in the statisti- 
cal table of the report of the Sunday School Union of our church. 

VI. We recommend that I. O. Kemble be elected Honorary 
Vice-President of the Sunday School Union of the Methodist 
Episcopal church for the Iowa Annual Conference, as provided 
for by the action of the last General Conference. 



TEMPERANCE. 

Believing the liquor business in all its phases directly 
opposed to our Father’s business, we urge that the ministry 
and the membership of the church re-read carefully and prayer- 
fully the utterance on temperance of the last General Conference 
as recorded in the Discipline; that this utterance be publicly read 
on the occasion of the annual temperance sermon; that the 
preaching of this sermon be not neglected. 

Believing it to be the sentiment of the Conference, we re- 
quest that the committee on program arrange for our next annual 
meeting at least a temperance hour, if possible a temperance 
evening. 

We note with satisfaction the forward movement along tem- 
perance lines being inaugurated by the Board of Control for the 
Epworth League. 

We urge upon every member of the Iowa Conference that 
he make a special study of the Iowa liquor laws and situation, 
that in his community he fight the traffic, prudently yet cour- 
ageously and unceasingly; that constantly he arouse public 
sentiment; that he be ever in line with all reasonable temper- 
ance effort, especially with local law and order leagues. 

We heartily commend the plan and work of the anti-Saloon 
League and that of the State Marshal Club, looking to the en- 
forcement of laws that may be enacted from time to time by 
our Legislature. 
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TRACTS. 

I. The Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal church 
aids in the circulation of religious tracts and leaflets throughout 
the world. It is circulating literature in at least twelve lan- 
guages in the United States, and in more than twenty languages 
in foreign lands. 

Every year the Society gives away 11,000,000 pages of I 

tracts in the United States, besides sending $12,000 annually to 1 

our mission stations. During the past year it has distributed | 

tracts to the soldiers in camp, to the sailors and marines, to I 

prisons and public institutions throughout our land, and to 1 

thousands of pastors for circulation in their respective charges. | 

II. We recommend that the pastors in our Conference avail j 

themselves more generally of the liberal offer of the Tract 



Society, which provides that every preacher, who will make ap- 
plication can receive from the society free, in the form of tracts 
one half of the last collection of his charge for the Tract Society. 

Inasmuch as the financial need of the Tract Society is great 
in order to carry on its work throughout the church and the 
world, we urge that the pastors in their respective charges 
take a collection during the coming year; and that our support 
both morally and financially be given to the efforts of this soci- 
ety to the circulation of religious literature throughout the 
world. 



WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Whereas^ the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has 
achieved great things in the past for heathen women in foreign 
lands, and whereas their facilities are yearly increasing for the 
accomplishment of greater things in the future. Resolved, that 
we the members of the Iowa Conference pledge them our 
earnest prayers for their greatest success and pledge them our 
hearty co-operation in their blessed work and will gladly admit 
their representives into our charges and pulpits to present their 
work during the conference year. We also rejoice with them on 
their increase in membership and financial resources, and we 
unite our prayers with theirs that sister Lydia Pool so soon to 
sail for India, may become a beacon light to many of the be- 
nighted of India.

Your committee on Conference Boundaries, reappointed at 
this session, beg leave to report: That we, after careful con- 

sideration adhere to our recommendation of last year, and ask 
that the Secretary of the Conference be instructed to notify the 
Des Moines and Upper Iowa Conferences in accordance with 
last year’s instruction. 

CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

The Committee reported the result of their efforts as follows: 
After search we found the following at Mt. Pleasant: 

L— 1. Statistical record, 1844-63. 

2. Steward’s record, 1867-71. 

3. File of Steward’s reports, 1863-66. 

4. Statistical reports, 1857-65. 

5. Reports of Committees of Trial, 1867-71. 

6. Written Conference Journals for 1868-71; 1872-75; 1876- 
79; 1880-84; 1884-87, 5 volumes. 

7. Permanent roll. 

II.— Printed records found with Dr. C. L. Stafford, viz.: 
Conference journals for the quadremiums of 1872-75; 1876-79; 
1884-87; 1888-91; 1892-95; 1896-99, six volumes. It appears, 
therefore, that the printed journals for 1880-83 is wanted; but 
down to 1887 the journal was both recorded and printed, and the 
written record for 1880-83 is at Mt. Pleasant. But the entire jour- 
nal for the 24 sessions, beginning with 1844 and ending with 1867, 
are missing, and your committee have not been able to obtain 
any information as to their whereabouts. These were in four 
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books, the first two covering the years 1844-59, the last two the 
quadrenniums of 1860 to 1857. Besides these printed journals 
Dr. Stafford has some papers of the Conference which he will 
pass over to the secretary. Your committee is under obligat- 
ions to Dr. Hancher and Profs. Piersel and Handy for valuable 
assistance in their work. 

Your committee would further recommend the adoption of 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That we recognize the fact that the Conference sec- 
retary is the proper custodian of all the conference records and 
papers. 

2. — That we direct that the records and papers, not in use by 
the secretary or conference, shall be kept in a suitable case or other 
repository to be placed within the buildings of the Iowa Wesleyan 
University. The papers to be properly classified and labeled for 
easy reference thereto. 

3. — That no person shall at any time be permitted to remove any 
of such records or papers from the college. Nor shall any person 
have access to such records or papers at the college without per 
mission first had from the conference secretary. 

4 That the secretary may appoint some suitable person at the 
college to have the immediate oversight of the records, and to give 
persons access to them at proper times, when permitted to do so by 
the secretary. 

5. That it shall be the duty of the secretary, after each session 
of the conference, to place in the repository of the college all papers 
of permanent value and all the conference records not in use by him. 

6. — That after the conference journal of the session immediately 
preceding a General Conference, has been printed, he shall have 
journals for the quadrennium securely bound, at the expense of the 
conference, and shall certify to the same as the official journal of 
the conference, and place the same in the hands of one of the min- 
isterial delegates to the general conference, for transmission to that 
body for its use; and upon the close thereof shall see that the same 
is returned and placed in the repository at the college with the 
other records of the conference. 

7. — That the secretary of the conference, at the close of the term 
of his service as such officer, shall be held responsible for the se- 
curity of the conference records until he has placed them in the 
hands of his successor and received his receipt for the same. 

3.— That the secretary shall post a copy of these resolutions 
upon or within the case or repository provided for the same, and 
also within the conference trunk, for the information of any brother 
who may be in future years elected to that office. 

They also recommend the adoption of the following reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved that we recommend the conference to take action to 
secure a case or other repository for the conference journals and 
documents, to the end that the records may be safely preserved 
under lock and key, valuable as they now are and will be in the 
years to come. 

2.— That a committee of three be appointed to co-operate with 
the committee named by the trustees of the University, to see to 
providing a permanent and fire-proof vault or safe for the documents 
and records of both the conference and college. 
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DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

The committee examined the Records of the Burlington, 
Keokuk, Muscatine and Ottumwa Districts and find them to be 
properly kept. The Records of Oskaloosa District were not 
submitted for examination. 



DEACONESS. 

The Board recommends the licensing of Emma S. Heverly 
and Mary E. Jackson, and also the renewal of the licenses of 
Katherine Wright and Wilhelmina Wertz. The following nomi- 
nations are presented: C. S. Cooper to fill vacancy in Class I, 
and Mrs. L. G. Murphy, A. V. Kendrick and I. B. Schrecken- 
gast in Class III. 

The following resolutions are presented for adoption: 

Resolved, 1. — That we commend to the Iowa Conference the 
Iowa Methodist Hospital located at Des Moines, and as one of the 
patronizing Conferences, we extend to it our sympathy, co-operation 
and financial support. 

2. — That the Bidwell Deaconess Home merits our support and 
patronage. 

3. — That we commend to the sympathy of the conference the 
work in the maintainance of the Graham Protestant hospital located 
in Keokuk, Iowa, under the auspices of The Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society. We call attention to the work of the deaconesses 
who have had the internal management of the hospital. The annual 
report of the Superintendent Miss Mary C. Jackson, shows a bal- 
ance of over one thousand dollars for the year ending Aug. 31st, 
1903, and we believe this institution will appeal to all who love God 
and humanity. We recommend that the local auxiliaries of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society co-operate with it in every 
possible way. 

GARRETT BIBLICAL INSTITUTE. 

Your visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute would report that 
we found the Institute in a thriving condition. The faculty is of 
the best and the equipment for instruction all that could be ask- 
ed. We heartily commend it to our young preachers as a place 
of pure atmosphere, sound doctrine and spiritual power. 



IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY. 

The undersigned Board of Visitors, after observing the 
work and condition of the University by visits from the Board 
at different times during the college year and also at the annual 
meeting of the Board of Trustees, desire to report that as far as 
we are able to learn, the conditions are increasingly favorable. 
We found an earnest and persistent effort to eliminate all unfa- 
vorable conditions and to strengthen all weak places. The 
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president, Dr. J. W. Hancher, is alert, forceful and master of the 
situation, and is ably supported in the work of the university by 
a loyal and untiring faculty. 

We call especial attention to Elizabeth Hershey Hall as an 
ideal institution of its kind, and where our young lady students 
find a comfortable, safe and economical college home. 

We heartily concur in the suggestions and recommendations 
of the president in his annual report to the Conference, and 
would recommend that everywhere he be accorded whole-heart- 
ed co-operation and support. 



IOWA AETHODIST HOSPITAL. 

Your committee is pleased to call attention to the splendid 
success attending the efforts to build up a great Methodist 
Hospital at Des Moines, since it was opened for patients Sept. 
1, 1901. We believe this success is the seal of God’s approval 
upon this beneficent work. 

In the two years 1,654 patients have been treated coming 
from 23 states; 73 counties and 244 towns of Iowa have been 
represented. 

They have been and are crowded for room but now that the 
new building is assured we rejoice in the wider influence and 
greater usefulness promised. 

We commend the hospital to the generous support of the 
people of Iowa, and recommend that we open our pulpits to its 
representatives, and we recommend for elections on the board 
of trustees Rev. J. M. McClelland instead of Rev. J. C. Willits, 
who declines to serve after this current year 



MEMORIALS TO GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

Par. 248.— The Iowa Conference desires to go on record as 
opposed to any such modification of paragraph 248 of the Disci- 
pline as would give any encouragement to the tendency in the 
church of today to compromise with and conform to the spirit of 
the world. 

Pro-Rata. — The Iowa Conference in session assembled at 
Muscatine, Iowa, Sept. 9-14, 1903, memorializes the General 
Conference to be held at Los Angeles in May, 1904 to so change 
paragraph No. 293 of the Discipline by adding thereto the fol- 
lowing: “And the said amount shall be a pro rata claim with 
the pastors, presiding elders and bishops.’’

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Probalion— To the Bishops and members of the General Con 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal church, to be held in Los 
Angeles, California, during the month of May, A. D. 1904. 

Deaf Fathers and Brethren : — We the members of the Iowa 



Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal church in ses- 
sion in the City of Muscatine, Iowa, believing that the arbitrary 
requirement of a probation of six months, before being admitted 
to full membership in the church, results in the loss to our church 
of many of those converted at our altars, and believing also 
that discretionary powers should be conferred upon our pastors 
and their leaders and stewards in the matter of receiving mem- 




bers from probation, do hereby memorialize your body, to so 
amend the discipline as to make the length of the period of pro 
bation depend upon their judgment. 

1.— We would therefore recommend that paragraph 42 Sec- 
tion 1 of our book of Discipline be changed so that it would read 
as follows: “Let no one be received into full membership until 

he shall have been at least one month on trial, and shall have 
been recommended by the Leaders and Stewards meeting, etc. 
After which he may be received into full membership at such 
time as the pastor may deem wise and expedient.” 

2nd. — In Par. 47, strike out the words “At least six months.” 

3rd. — In Par. 445, strike out the words “for six months on 
trial.” 

Consolidation.— Whereas, it seems evident from the several 
plans that have been proposed for the consolidation of Benevo- 
lences that such consolidation will result in greater economy of 
administration to the church as well as in a material lessening 
of the number of collections taken annually in our churches, the 
Iowa Conference desires to place itself oti record as approving 
some plan for consolidation upon which the General Conference 
may agree. 

Removal of Names from Church Records.— Recognizing the need 
of some safe method by which our church records may be re- 
lieved of names of persons unworthy of church membership but 
whose cases are such as to make the necessary process of a 
church trial difficult and sometimes unfortunate, we memorialize 
the General Conference to so change the Discipline as to make 
provision by which such persons may be stricken from the mem- 
bership roll by a unanimous vote of the Official Board at any 
regular meeting, a month’s notice having been given in the 
board, and when practical, to the party that such action would 
be taken. 
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ORTHODOXY. 

“To THE Annual Conferences of the M. E. Church: 

Whereas, we members of this Conference have by our 
Ordination Vows accepted the Holy Scriptures in their entirety 
as a Revelation from God; 

And Whereas, we see no reason why we should recant or 
withdraw our solemn acceptation. 

And Whereas under the name of “Science,” “Scientific 
Method,” “Culture,” “Advanced Thought,” “Pious Criticism,” 
and other catching titles, serious attacks are being made on the 
Integrity, Authenticity, Genuineness and Authority of these 
Holy Scriptures. 

And Whereas our Beloved church draws its Life Blood and 
Saving Power for usefulness from its deep seated and intense 
belief that the Bible is the Book of God. 

Therefore be it Resolved that we will not knowingly 
favor the election as teachers in our schools, or as editors, book 
agents, secretaries or Bishops, any who cast discredit on these 
Holy Scriptures, or who argue their plain Histories into Myths, 
Legends or Pseudographs, thus bluntly antagonizing our 5th 
Article of Religion, which declares as follows: “In the Name 

of the Holy Scriptures we do understand those Canonical Books 
of the Old and New Testament of whose authority was never 
any doubt in the church”— namely the 66 books of the Bible as 
we have it.”

SUPERANUATE FUND. 

The committee appointed at the last session of the Confer- 
ence to consider the matter of a permanent fund to assist in the 
support of the claimants upon the Conference would report as 
follows: 

1. — They recommend the establishment of such a permanent 
fund under the control of the Annual Conference, and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Discipline of 1900, paragraphs 292 
and 293. 

2. — That we recommend that the interests on the present sum 
held as a permanent trust by the conference for the above purpose, 
accrued during the past year, be covered back into the treasury and 
added to the principal of said fund. 

3. -That the Bishop be requested to appoint a special agent in 
the field to canvass the Conference and solicit contributions to the 
fund, who shall report his collections from time to time to the con- 
ference treasurer, who shall make a full report each year to the 
conference. That said agent shall be paid a salary of $1000.00 and 
necessary traveling expenses, which shall be guaranteed by the 
members of the conference, and raised by the following schedule. 
From preachers receiving from $600 a year or less 1 per cent, of 
salary; from $600 to $800 salary, per cent.; from $800 and up, 2 
per cent, of salary; if there be surplus over salary of agent, it shall 
go to the General Fund. 

4. — That a committee on the Permanent Fund consisting of three 
members shall be appointed by the conference, who shall advise 
with the conference agent in regard to the matter, and also arrange 
in accordance with the provisions of the discipline, for an annual 
meeting to be held at th session of the conference in the intereste 
of this cause.

MEMOIRS. 
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REV. J. G. THOMPSON. 

Rev. J. G. Thompson was born in Rhea county, Tenn., July 
5, 1814, and departed this life October 9, 1902, at Sigourney, la. 
When a child he moved with his parents, Sheldon and Ann 
Thompson, to Washington Co., Va., where he grew up to man- 
hood. He was married to Harriet, daughter of Col. Thomas 
and Dorcas McCulloch of Washington Co., Virginia, November 
18, 1838. There was born to them one son, Charles G., who 
died in the 7th year of his age. 

Bro. Thompson and his wife were both of them converted 
and joined the M. E. church at a camp meeting held in Russell 
Co., Virginia, in September, 1841. He remained in business with 
his father in the marble trade, until September 1845, when he 
came to Iowa and settled on a farm near Abingdon Jefferson 
Co. He served the Church in the capacity of class leader, 
exhorter and local preacher until 1853, when he was admitted 
on trial in the Iowa Conference, held that year at Oskaloosa, 
la., by Bishop Scott. The class then admitted numbered 23, all 
of whom have deceased. In 1855 he was admitted into full con- 
nection in the Iowa Conference and ordained a deacon at Keokuk 
by Bishop Matthew Simpson. He was ordained an Elder in the 
Church at Des Moines, September 28, 1857(?), by Bishop Ames. 
His appointments as shown by the minutes of the Conference 
were in succession as follows: Mt. Pleasant Ct., Yellow Springs, 
Ct., West Point Ct., Wapello Ct., Augusta, Ft. Madison, West 
Point and Dodgeville, He resigned the latter point on account 
of ill health. He next served Freemont, Oskaloosa, and Monte- 
zuma Circuits. In 1869 and 1870 he was superannuated, but in 
1871 he was again made effective, after which he served Pella, 

I New Sharon, Sigourney, Winfield, and Danville Circuits. In 

1880 he was again superannuated, in which relation he remained 
the rest of his life. For over 20 years he lived in Sigourney* 
where his life was a benediction to all with whom he came in 
contact. Father Thompson was very anxious to see the Meth- 
odists of Sigourney have a suitable church and parsonage, and 
for this he planned and prayed and gave liberally of his means. 
Providing in his will for the new church to receive $1000, which 
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has been paid over by the executors of his will. He would sit 
for hours and watch the builders in their work, and on the day 
of dedication his face beamed the joy that was in his heart to 
think that he had been permitted to live to see that day. 

His funeral services were conducted by the Rev, Charles L. 
Stafford assisted by the pastor;, and Bros. E. J. Pike, A. B. 
Highshoe, J. C. Kendrick, Jay W. Summerville and E. H. War- 
ing. The services were held in the new church Saturday, Oct- 
ober 11, at 11 A. M., after which his body was laid by the side of 
that of his “dear wife” to await the resurrection morning. 



REV. A. W. STRYKER. 

Almond Willey Stryker was born November 18, 1822, in 
Jackson county, Indiana. His father was a Methodist preacher, 
as was also his mother's father. He was converted at the age 
of fourteen years and became an ardent worker in the church, 
writing his first sermon when seventeen years of age. He be- 
came a school teacher and during that period also studied medi- 
al cine and afterwards practiced the same for five years. On March 

23, 1845, he was married to Martha M. Spangler, who preceded 
him to the glory world April 18, 1891. He was licensed to preach 
in 1846, and entered the itinerancy in February 1850 and supplied 
Paoli charge for eight months until the session of the annual 
conference in that year, when he became a member of the Indi- 
ana conference and was ordained a deacon by Bishop Morris. 
He served as a pastor in that conference for six years, traveling 
the Carlisle, New Lebanon, Washington and Linton circuits, and 
serving Princeton station. In 1856 he was transferred to Iowa 
conference and served the Oakdale, Cedar Valley, Blue Grass, 
\ Ebenezer, Burlington, New London, W'ilton, Sweetland, Ains- 

worth and Kossuth charges. 

During all his ministry the evangelist element was m.anifest, 
and extensive revivals resulted from his efforts almost every 
^ year. These were sometimes remarkable. In the great reviv- 

als of 1858 there were two hundred souls led into the light and 
brought into the church under his leadership and during his last 
year in the itinerancy, the one at Kossuth, there were five hun- 
dred souls born into the Kingdom. The great effort required 
in that year’s work so overtaxed his strength that he was com- 
■; pelled to superannuate at the close of that conference year, that 

i being in the fall of 1876, from which time he had sustained that 

’ relation until the close of his life. 
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After retiring: from the itinerancy he bought a farm in Iowa 
county, Iowa, and lived upon it for thirteen years, making it a 
very paradise of beauty and a fruitful source of revenue. Out 
from this home went two sons into the ministry. In the year 
1883 he sold that farm and bought and occupied the home near 
Victor, where in the early hours of February 27, God called him 
to his eternal home. He was aged 80 years, 3 months and nine 
days. He leaves three sons, Charles S., Willey R., and George 
A., and two daughters, Mrs. Ellen Stanley and Mary Demiorest, 
beside ten grand-children, one great-grandchild and a host of 
friends to remember him with joy. Two sons, John Fletcher 
and Matthew Simpson, and one daughter, Mrs. Alice C. Conant, 
preceded him in their departure from this life. 

His was a long life of strenuous effort in many fields of 
activity. He had a wonderful vital force and great intellectual 
endowment and was a close student of the world’s affairs from 
early life. His fund of information was a fountain, out from 
which flowed words of wisdom and comfort to multitudes. His 
interest in the world’s progress was keenly alive up to the very 
hour of unconsciousness, a few hours before his demise. His 
patriotism was intense, and was especially manifested during 
the war of the rebellion, when his influence by sermons, prayers, 
and actions was a powerful factor in keeping up the courage of 
the loyal citizens and soldiers of Iowa. His religious fervor 
was, above all, the prominent element in his character. He 
walked with God and communed with him, thinking his thoughts 
after him and maintaining a subline faith in that Divine provi- 
dence that makes for the largest ultimate good of the human 
race. His motto was “To live and work as if he expected to 
live for one thousand years, or as if he should be called within 
a day.” So he lived until he gently passed away. His children 
rise to call him blessed. Precious is his memory. 



REV. W. F. GILMORE, 

William F. Gilmore, of the Iowa Conference, and pastor 
of our church at Richland, departed this life at the home of his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Gilmore, near Kirkville, June 6, 
1903, aged 38 years. He was converted and united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Kirkville, in 1887. In early life 
he attended the public schools, and later the Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, from which institution he was graduated in 1894. In the 
same year he was received on trial in the Iowa Conference, and 
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i was appointed to the Marysville Circuit, which he traveled two 

I years, and was greatly beloved by his people. He entered the 

I Boston School of Theology in the fall of 1896, and spent three 

I years in that institution. While here he supplied a church in 

P East Templeton, Mass., for two years, to the great satisfaction 

I of the whole church. He returned to the Iowa Conference in 

1899, and was sent to the Eddyville Circuit, which he served 
with acceptability for one year, and was then stationed at the 
Main Street Methodist Episcopal Church, Ottumwa, for two 
years. He was appointed to the Richland charge in 1902, where 
he was highly respected by the community and beloved by his 
people. He was married to Miss Fannie M. Power, at Pulaski, 
la., August 24, 1898. They were schoolmates, and graduated 
from college in the same class. To them were born two daugh- 
ters. Brother Gilmore went to his appointment through the 
heavy storm of rain on Sunday morning. May 31, but finding no 
congregation, owing to the storm, he returned to Richland, 
preached in the evening, and returned home complaining of 
being tired. On Monday he consulted a physician, and again 
visited him on Tuesday, when the physician fully explained his 
condition, and enjoined absolute rest. He decided to take a 
month’s vacation, and after arranging to have his work cared 
for, came to the home of his parents on Thursday. After learn- 
ing the seriousness of his condition, he was for a little time, 
greatly depressed, at the thought of having to give up his work, 
and perhaps to soon leave his family and friends; but sought 
comfort in prayerful meditation. The conflict was brief, his 
faith soon gloriously triumphed, and his victory was complete. 
He was filled with peaceful and joyful assurance, and expressed 
himself as being “so happy.” On Thursday evening, while 
sitting on the portico, beholding the lovely lawn and beautiful 
flowers about the old home, he remarked to his wife: “It is 

beautiful here,” and pointing upward added, “but it is more 
beautiful there, and I feel that I am so near, and am not longing 
to stay.” As the golden light of the beautiful evening silently 
faded into the shades of night, the holier ligfit of an eternal 
Sabbath dawned upon his peaceful soul as he quietly slept the 
sleep of the just. As a preacher, he was strong and clear in 
thought, touching in expression, dignified, pleasing in manner, 
earnest in spirit, and always interesting and instructive. He 
was an untiring, kind, sympathetic, refined and cultured gentle- 
man; he was a true friend, and a companionable brother. The 
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funeral was conducted by the Rev. J. W. Lambert, at Kirkville, 
Iowa, June 8, 1903, assisted by Revs. R. L. Patterson, C. L. 
Tennant, J. W. Potter, W. H. Perdew, and D. C. Smith. The 
following other ministers of tne Iowa Conference were present: 
H. B. Scoles, W. L. Fry, E. S. Daly, W. G. Wilson, A, S. 
Loveall, A. E. Craig, D. C. Bevan, W. T. Howe, H. F. Gilbert 
and D. F. Stiles. 



REV. W. C. VAN SCHOIACK. 

William Clark Van Schoiack was born in Indiana, October 
30, 1855, and died at Malcom, Iowa, July 4, 1903, aged 47 years, 
9 months and 4 days. He was of Dutch ancestry, his parents be- 
ing Asbury and Celia Van Schoick. In early life he came with 
his parents to Iowa and settled on a farm near Albia, where he 
grew to manhood. January^28, 1875, he was married to Anna 
E. Bain, who survives him. Bro. V an Schoiack was converted 
under the preaching of the Rev. Joshua B. Hardy in 1866, and 
immediately united with the Church and continued for years a 
faithful leader among the laymen of Albia. He held quite all 
the offices in the church to which a layman is eligible, and in 
them proved himself a good workman. Slowly but very 
emphatically the fact dawned upon him that he should preach 
the gospel, but it was hard for him to gain the consent of his 
mind to leave the farm, where he had already had such large 
success. But finally, when alone one day in the field, he knelt 
by his plow and there made a full consecration of himself to the 
ministry. License was granted him in 1887, under the pastorate 
of the Rev. James Austin Boatman, D. D., and at the session of 
the Iowa Conference in 1888 he was admitted on trial. He serv- 
ed very acceptably the following charges: Unionville, 1888-1892; 
Richland, 1892-1894; Kalona, 1894-1897; Barnes City, 1897-1899; 
and Malcom, 1899-1903. Bro. Van Schoiack was a man of ex- 
traordinary physical endowment and possessed a large amount 
of natural ability. He possessed a strong voice with a musical 
intonation when in its natural key. He was a successful evan- 
gelist — to a degree far beyond the average minister. Of him it 
may truly be said: “He had a passion for souls”, and he seri- 
ously contemplated the advisability of entering the evangelistic 
field. During the present year he conducted successful meet- 
ings at Pella, Iowa, and Ewart, Iowa. He was a brotherly man, 
always ready to respond to the call for help and seldom turned 
any needy person away. His large sympathetic nature naturally 
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drew his parishfoners to him, and in each charge that he served 
he was beloved. He was abundant in labors until May 4, when 
he was taken sick, and for nine weeks was a great sufferer. On 
July 2 an operation was deemed advisable, but his weakened 
condition with the nature of the disease made it impossible for 
him to recover from the shock. In the early hour of our Nation’s 
anniversary for the larger liberties that have come to men, his 
kindly spirit went out into that larger life of untrampled lib- 
erties to be forever with the Lord. The funeral services were 
held in our church at Malcom, Tuesday, July 7, in the presence 
of a large concourse of parishioners, friends and many of the 
members of the Conference. They were conducted by his 
brethren of the ministry. Also at Albia in his “home church” 
on Wednesday, July 8, where interment was made. He leaves, 
besides his wife, his aged mother and three brothers.

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Lucile was endowed with rare natural ability. In her stud- 
ies she excelled, having in the three years she lived in Bloom- 
field covered six years of the regular course in the public 
schools.

When she was four and one half 
years old her parents moved to Mount Pleasant to complete 
their school work. During the two years they remained there, 
she was idolized by faculty and students, and since that time by 
her sweet, happy disposition and womanly ways, she soon won 
a place in the affections of those she met.

Resolutions of sympathy and condolence were passed by 
the official board of the Bloomfield church and sent to the par- 
ents the evening of her departure, and in addition a vacation 
was granted them.

On invitation. Dr. C. B. Spencer addressed the Conference, after 
which Dr. J. W. Hancher spoke briefly and presented a report rela- 
tive to the financial condition of the Iowa Wesleyan University. 
Tlie report of Dr. Hancher was ordered received and placed on file. 
The Committee on Resolutions made a partial report as follows: 
“Be it resolved. That in the election of lay delegates to the 
General Conference the following rules shall be observed: 

First. “The election shall be by ballot, and it shall re(iuire a 
majority of all the ballots cast to constitute an election. 

Second. “Each ballot shall contain as many names as there are 
delegates to be elected on the pending ballot. Any ballot which does 
not conform to this rule shall not be counted 

Third. “There shall be five tellers, one from each district, who 
shall receive and count the ballots cast and report the result. 

Fourth. “Upon call of the president all delegates entitled to 
vote shall rise; the tellers sliall proceed to collect the votes commenc- 
ing at the front: as soon as their ballots are cast the delegates shall 
be seated. 




Fifth. “When all have voted the tellers shall retire and count 
the ballots. 

Sixth. “When four delegates have been elected in the foregoing 
manner there shall then be elected three reserves. 

Seventh. “Before the balloting commences each District may, 
through its chairman, present and have announced the names of such 
persons as it wishes to suggest as candidates.” 

Adjournment was then taken until 1:30 p. m. 

The afternoon session was opened with prayer by R. A. Bruce. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization reported recommend- 
ing that the temporary organization be made permanent. The re- 
port was adopted. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 

The Lay Delegates. Of the Iowa Conference in Lay Electoral Conference as- 
sembled, reverently give thanks to Almighty God for the manifold blessings of the 
past miadrennial. 

\Ve note with satisfaction the increase in membership, the advance in benevo- 
lent collections, enlarged gifts f«r charities, debt paying, church building, through- 
out the Conference. This, coupled with the completion of the twenty mlllicn thank 
offering by the general church, indicates a new and higher standard of benevolence 
by Methodism that we believe will be maintained and increased with our increase 
in wealth and development. 

We are not unmindful of the fact that God is providentially opening doors of 
opportunity throughout the world for the advancement of Methodism and the use 
of Methodist men and money; both have been given us in large measure. 

The Call lays upon us as a people great responsibility and possibilities. To 
know and do the will of God in all these things is our purpose, that we may do the 
most for God and the best for mankind. 

We deplore what is called the race feeling in our own countr.v, leading often 
to violence and murder, and have a profound conviction that the universal reign of 
the Christ-like spirit, with a willingnes' to concede equal and exact justice to all is 
the true solution of this ditticult and threatening problem. We heartily endorse 
the recent utterance of President Koosevelt in favor of the supremacy of law as the 
greatest safe-guard for our blood-bought ai.d cherished institutions. 

It is a matter of pride to all Metiiodists that our publishing interests have 
been, for more than a century, conducted successfully and with increasing- profits 
Any change in methods and policy should be taken only after the most thorough 
examination and investigation. 

The very able and comprehensive report of the Commission on the unification 
of our publishing interests, indicates that changes can be safely made that will 
largely increase dividends without detriment to other interests. 

The Lait.vdonot ask for cheaper literature, but favor an.v change of policy 
that will protect the business interests of the church, and increase the dividends 
for the benefit of our superannuates, their widows and orphans. 

We. therefore, re<iuest our General Conference delegation to favor the consol- 
idation of these Important interests into tliree general benevolent societies with a 
provision that pastors be then required to pre.sent tliem separately. We believe 
b(*tter financial results would be obtained and our people would recinve much 
needed information. 

We believe many worthy persons would be saved to Methodism by changing 
the term of probation from six months to three months. We therefore request our 
General Conference delegation to work and vote for tins change. 

We are opposed to any change in discipline or compromise on the amusement 
(luestion. Paragraph :.’4S should f>e retained, and the observance of all disciplinary 
rtsiuirements be made tli6 basis for a vigorous educational campaign by our past- 
ors. leagues. l)r<nlierhoods and church press, for a strongi'r sentiment against a 
spirit of worldliness. 

We are proud of the fact that the Methodist Epi.scopal church, in all its official 
declarations, has given out no uncertain sound on tiie temperance <iuestion. Tlie 
consistent attitude of tlie church toward tins initiuitous traffic in intoxicants was 
well stated in the episcopal address in isss in these words: "It can never be legal- 
ized without s.n.” When we consider that it is the cause of a large percentage of 
tie crime and poverty of our country— that it deliases all who come beneath its 
baleful Inilnence and brings indescribaltle wretchedness to many thousands of in- 
nocent sufferers; to iierinit it to exist for any license fees it may i»ay brings it under 
tiie l)an of wliat Isaiah declared is "a league with death and an agreement with 
bell.” It is our calm and delilierate conviction that in our own beloved Iowa tlie 
legislature should never have deviated from tlie demand made l»y tin' jieople in 
1.SS2 for the comiilete banishment of tills traffic from the liorders of the state. 5 

We deplore the fact that tlie general government is collecting revenue from * 

persons in the liiiuor business in our state without first reiiuiring tliem to show that i 

they are complying with the laws of the stale, thus giving such persons implied en- -i 

couragement to violate our laws. 

We commend the action of congress in abolishing tlu* so-called canteen at 1 



army posts and forlnddiuj? the sale of intoxicants in some of op territorial posses- 
sions and hope that at no distant day national authority will prohibit the luiuor 
traffic on every foot of soil under the immediate control of the nation. \V e regard 
the arguments that have been lately put forth to restore the army cpteip as fal- 
lacious in the extreme, as these arguments are founded on the idea that tliere is a 
lack of proper discipline on tlie part of the offic als of the army. It does not stand 
to reasoit that multiplying the facilities for the soldiers to get luiuor will reduce 

jja,s a vote has a great responsibility laid on him in tbe use of 
it. Saloon rule in the larger cities is making government by popular rule a farce 
and a failure. As the saloon in politics outlaws moral men, it is the duty of moral 

men Vuias^been proposed by tlie Iowa Conference to the Des Moines and 

Unoer Iowa Conferences to have a commission appointed in harmony with para- 
irranh No 436 of the Discipline to inquire into the advisability of a change of the 
boundaries dividing the said Conferences, and whereas the Des Moines and L pper 
Iowa Conferences have refused their assent to the appointment of such a commis- 
sion and whereas we believe that a readjustment of the bound ries sliould be 
made, and that a more just and equitable apportionment of the .territory of the 

three’Conferences has been so proposed by the Iowa Conference. ^ - 

Be it therefore resolved by the Lay Electoral ‘ onference of the Iowa Confer- 
ence in session at Muscatine. Iowa, that the Lay Delegates by this body elected, are 
hereby instructed to co-operate with the Ministerial Delegates and present the 
matter to the next General t'onference for due consideration and action in the 
Disciplinary manner and use their best endeavors to secure the change of bound 

aries of tbe Iowa Conference as proposed. * 

The Iowa Wesleyan University and its financial problem is the most important 
question before the Conference at this time Its past record for efficiency and use- 
fulness to the Conference and our people makes its future existence, support and 
endowment an imperative necessity. It is our duty to meet these obligations. W e 
cannot be disloyal to them without discredit to ourselves. The report of I resident 
Hancher reveals the fact that the sun of SlOO.OOO.OO, now being raised, must be fully 
provided for before October 1st., 1903. in cash or bankable paper, to cancel the pres- 
ent indebtedness with accrueing interest and expenses The Educational Collection 
should be maintained annually at '25 cents per member, .\dded to this a guaranteed 
fund of not less than 86.000.00 annually must be provided for to prevent further in- 
debtedness and meet current expenses. 

President HancherV; careful and accurate and business methods have won our 
confidence. His wise leadership and heoric efforts should inspire united support 

from the entire Conference. , . , ^ ^ • 

We recommend and urjre our official boards throujyhout the Conference to Kive 
more careful consideration to the matter of pastoral remuneration, we are right- 
fully demanding that our pastors be men of one work and that of the liigliest order. 
This requires years of expensive training and preparation to meet the rwiuirements 
of the church and the demands of the people. 

These faitliful and successful pastors should be assured a generous support for 
self and family and a reasonable compensation for old age. No Charge can ev'ade 
the payment of any part of an agreed pastoral salary without discredit. 

\Ve will welcome to our homes and charges an authorized agiuit of the Con- 
ference to solicit endowments for the permam nt superannuate fund. 

We tender to the Presbyterian church, for the use of their building, and to the 
citizens of Muscatine for tlieir cordial and hearty e- tertainment of, the Lay Elec- 
toral Conference, this expression of our sincere thanks, and we shall carry to our 
homes a happy memory of their kindness. 

The report was adopted.
